tories. they could be empowered to 
denounce the arrangements. The Unit 
ed States would undertake not to ex 
ceed the British cruiser strength be 
fore 1931.

The project is quite provisional in 


nature, but designed to prevent 
the

outstanding difficulty. 


KEEP TERMS SECKET 


Greatest secrecy was maintained by 


both delegations concerning the exact 
nature of the projected compromise 
but it is understood that it generally 
partakes of tho nature of a naval holi- 
day and provides means for the Uni- 
ted States to catch up with Great Brit- 
ain in eight-inch gun cruisers. 
In 


which category of vessels the British 
now hold a notable advantage. 


Later in the day Mr. Gibson and 


Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, U. S 
K., returned the visit of the Japanese 
statesmen. They were obliged to re- 
port that they needed moro time to 
examine the Japanese proposal. 


Immediately after the departure of 


the American delegates. Admiral Saito 
and Viscount Ishii called upon W. C. 
Bridgeman. first lord of the admiralty, 
one of the chief members of the Brit- 
ish delegation and tended him a copy 
of the plan. 


The Japanese frankly say their plan 


docs not embody 'a genuine accord on 
the cruiser question but merely offers 
a temporary arrangement.

PROPOSE UNION OF 


EUROPEAN NATIONS 


Would Be Second "United 


States" Enforcing law With 
International Army 


Washington —(ff)— Suggestions in 


tho Madrid press for a United States 
of Europe, dissociated from the league 
of nations and pledged to eternal 
peace maintained by means of an in 
tcrnational army have been drawn to 
public attention here by the Spanish 
embassy. 


Spain's withdrawal from the league 


of nations, embassy officials remark- 
ed, determined the Spanish govern- 
ment's interest in the proposition. 


The proposal calls for the establish- 


ment 
of an international 
tribunal 


composed of one representative and 
ono substitute from every European 
country. Assisted by committees, this 
tribunal would pass unappealable de- 
cisions upon every 
question which 


might give rise to violent conflict in- 
cluding colonial cases. 


Tho decisions would be enforced by 


united action of all countries against 
eventual rebels, utilizing as first coer- 
cive means economic and diplomatic 
boycott. 'Should these measures fail 
then the international army at the 
disposal of the tribunal would 
be 


called upon. 


All countries would do away with 


their national armies but would mere- 
ly contribute a fixed quota of men and 
weapons to an 
international 
force 


under the direct command of the tri- 
bunal.

DECISION ON ANNIVERSARY 


Sensational Announcement is Typewritten on 


Small Sheets of Paper Given to News- . 


papermen Called to Conference 
' 


Rapid City, S. D.—(AP)—President Coolidge Tues- 


day issued a statement saying: 


. "I do not choose to run for president in 1928." 


The statement Which was typewritten on small pieces 


of paper was handed out by the president on the fourth an- 
niversary of his becoming chief executive of the United 
States without comment. 


Mr. Coolidge has asked newspaper men to see him at* 


12 o'clock Tuesday. Until a minute or two before there 
was not the slightest knowledge among the presidential 
staff of what would occur at the conference. 


Shortly before 12 o'clock 31r. Coolidge sent for his personal 


.stenographer. Edwin Geiscr, and dictated the brief message which 
.was then transcribed on to small pieces of paper by typewriter. 


After the newspaper men had come into the room, the presi- 


dent asked them to file past him. He handed each the small slip 
of paper with the message. The paper had been folded by him. 


Newspaper men stopped to ask him if there "was any com- 


ment and Mr. Coolidge replied "No."' The dash for telephones 
and telegraph wires Avas begun by the newspaper men.

the Linton-Sullivan territory in Indi- 
ana to Chicago a rate of $1.70 per ton 
was ordered cut to $1.65. 


All these reductions in rates to Chi- 


cago will be effective in the combin- 
ation rates governing the movement 
of the coal to points further west and 
north. 


Mines in western Kentucky were 


declared to have an undue advantage

rates, being attributed to the "main- 
tenance of unreasonably low rates 
from mines in western 
Kentucky." 


To the Kentucky rates to all the con- 
suming territory in Illinois, Indiana, 
Wisconsin.

Nebraska and Iowa, the commission 
ordered an addition of 10 cents per 
ton.

Voters in 26 States Need 


Only Re-register When They 
Move 


Jamestown, N. \".—W)—More than 


half 4fithe states in the Tjnited States 
now have permanent registration of 
their voters. Prof. Joseph P. Harris, 
University of "Wisconsin political sci- 


- entist Tuesday told the Xew York 


State association of Election Commis- 
sioners at their annual convention. 


He said that 26 states now have 


systems whereby a voter registers 
but once unless he changes residence, 
and, predicted that the system will 


-'spread throughout the country as rap- 


idly as the Australian ballot system 
did. He mentioned the fact that a 


. permanent registration bill had been 


introduced in the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture this season. 
> 


TWO ADVANTAGES 


Prof. Harris, who made an exten- 


sive investigation of permanent regis- 
tration systems last year, and who 
has drafted or aided in drafting per- 
manent registration laws for several 
states, asserted that the rapid spread 
of permanent registration is caused 
by two advantages—getting out the 
vote, and economy. 


"In permanent registration cities." 


he said, "the percentage of eligible 
persons who are registered runs from 
11 to 20 per cent higher than in an- 
nual registration cities. In Xew York 
City, for example, the percentage in 
132-5 -was 34. bat in Boston with per- 
manent registration, it was 63. 


"Permanent registration is by far 


the most economical form. Milwau- 
kee, WIs.. and Portland. Ore., oper- 
ate permanent systems at an annual 
average cost of only 13 cent" per reg- 
istered voter, while the cost in Xew 
York City is VI cents, or s-ix times 
a<- much.

MOXCADA IS BUSINESS MAJT 
Moncada. now said to have become 


Nicaragua's fair-haired son, is about 
50 years old and a business man rather 
than a warrior. He fought side by side 
with Chamorro and Diaz in the revolt 
against the dictator Zelaya many years 
ago, but returned to business and re- 
mained there until Sacasa called him 
last year to head the Liberal army. 
With his brilliant successes as a gen- 
eral, he then became the marvel of 
Latin America. • 


Although his patriotism Is question- 


ed by die-hard Liberals, Moncada took 
the common sense course when he 
threw down his arms by agreement 
with Stimson to prevent slaughter of 
his troops by the marines. 


It is to be noted that he refused to 


call General Sandino a bandit at a time 
when the Xavy Department through 
Admiral Latirner, and the State De- 
partment, were attempting to brand 
Sandino with that stigma. 


Sandino was one of Moncada's best 


generals, although he incurred dis- 
pleasure when he insisted on carrying 
on the hopeless war against the con- 
servatives and the marines.

•. gestlons to growers wlio arc planning 


to exhibit corn, sheaves and bundles 
and grains at'the Northeastern 
consln fair this fall: 


"The best exhibit of corn is the one 


most desirable for seed purposes. I 
. should be of a type and variety suited 
to the locality for which it is shown 
and should consist of .sound undam 
aged ears. It should be true to its 
variety in color, size and shape ol 
ears and kernels, and be free fron 
mixture. The ears and kernels should 
be as uniform as possible in all re- 
spects. Size, shape and uniformity o 
kernels can be determined satisfac- 
torily only by removing for in^pec 
tlon one or two kernels from the mid 
die of the car. 
Many exhibitors fai 


to do this because thgy fear that it 
will injure 
the appearance 
of the 


sample and that it will be disci iminat- 
«d against In judging. This is a mis 
taken impression, as many judges, es- 
pecially at the larger shows and in 
close competition, remove kernels for 
this purpose, and if they find one or 
' two kernels missing from the middle 
_of each ear they know they were re- 


moved for a legitimate purpose. 


"The most certain method of secur 


ing a good'sample is to pick out ol 
the field, when the cars are mature 
a quantity of the best seed cars you 
can find. Hang these to cure under 
cover where there is good circulation 
of warm air. 
When the cars are 


thoroughly dry, select the ears which 
together will make the most uniform 
sample of good seed cars. ' 


"In the case of grasses, clovers, 


falfa. soy beans, and field peas, collecl 
tall healthy plants 
having small o; 


medium-sized stems and an abund 
ance of leaves and cure slowly by 
spreading out to dry in a rather dark 
room or shady place where there is 


, circulation of air. If piled too thickly 


the leaves? may turn yellow or may 
mould. 
Turning will prevent 
this 


With grasses such as timothy, blue 
grass and red top. choose large heads 
and' long stems and do not snip off 
the leave. Tie in bundles three or 
more inches in diameter at the center 
and square at the butts. With clo- 
ver, soy beans and so forth, the dry 
leaves may fall off with 
handling. 


This may be prevented by covering 
the material with a damp cloth for a 
short time 
before making up 
in 


sheaves. Put up in neat bundles six 
or more inches in diameter at the 
center and tie with a strong cord. 


"Collect grasses, clovers and vetch 


•when in blossom, alfalfa when just 
beginning to bloom. 
Cut soy beans 


and field peas when the plants are 
well podded but the seeds immature 
and the leaves still fresh and green. 


"At harvest time, 
select several 


good bundles of oats, barley, wheat 


' and-rye, or cut with a sickle a quan- 


tity of the best plants with large- ripe 
heads and clean blight straw and 
cure these where' they will not be ex- 
posed to rain or dew. 
They may be 


spread out on the floor or on a row 
of slats, so that the air can circulate 
freely. Exposure to the sunlight im 
proves the appearance by bleaching. 
Strip off all the leaves before the 
stems become dry and brittle, bind to 
gether securely In neat bundles three 
o~ more inches in diameter and square 
at the butts. Shattering can be avoid- 
ed by making up the sheaves in damp 
•weather. 


"For bundles of soy beans, or field 


peas, select plants having a 
large 


number of uniform ripe pods with a 
good color. Tie in bundles six or more 
inches in diameter. 


"Stalks of corn 
should lw of the 


type from which you would select 
seed ears. They should be uniform in 
height and size and should have but 
cne ear. 
Ears should be three to 


three and one-half feet from butt of 
stalks. Stalks should be of uniform 
length and just long enough so that 
the cars droop over. 
Too long or 


too short shanks arc objectionable. 
Ears should be good seed type, uni- 
form, mature, and free from mixture. 


"Exhibits of threshed seeds arc us- 


ually judged by their fitness for j*eed 
purposes. The aim is to fit samples 
of plump, mature seed o* uniform size 
and good color, free from mixture with 
ether seeds and foreign materiel, and 
free from disease or damage. 
The 


samples arc prepared by harvestinc at 
the right time, curinc in Mich a man- 
ner as to prevent damage by weather- 
ing: and removing discolored, damaged

corn ripened considerably earlier an 
the yield was very much better. In 
crop of oats that followed the conn 
the rons of corn were distinctly mark 
ed by lines of overgrown oats tha 
stood a foot taller that the oats be 
tween the rows. This*year the lines o 
the corn rows of three'years ago ca 
be seen in a larger growth of a mix 
ture of clover and timothy hay. 


Last season when corn did not ripe 


generally on account of an carl 
frost. Mr. Drephal harvested a cro 
of glazed corn from which he selecte 
70 bushels of first class seed. He a 
tributes a large part of his success, a 
a grower of corn, to the use of phos 
phate as a fertilizer. 


Mr. Drephal has harvested excellen 


hay and barley crops this season. An 
eight acre field produced 19 loads o 
hay. His corn field promises the usua 
big yield. 


In Mrs. Drcphal's opinion, the crop 


of apples this season will be verj 
much below the average of forme 
years. The trees are not loaded, fh 
apples are scabby and some of th 
leaves arc rolling up.

Throug] 
treatment with the fanning miil, blow 
out light seeds, chaff and so forth 
Th« weight of the samples depends 
greatly upon the amount of beards 
tips, and chaff which adhere to th< 
kernels. Close threshing, or any oth 
er treatment for removing this ligh 
Material should not be overdone, for il 
the tips of oats or barley are rubbe< 
off so that the meat of the kernels is 
exposed, the wimples will be discount- 
ed in judging. 


"In the case of clovers, it is wel

INDIANA'S SHAME 


Tbc true history of Indiana's Ku Klux 


Klnu debauch is about to be written. D. 
C. Stcphcnson. once grand dragon of the 
Klan and one of the highest powers in 
Hoosicr politics, now serving a life sen- 
tence for murder, has been taken from the 
penitentiary to testify 
before a 
grand 


jury in Indianapolis. He is said to have 
divulged all of the facts about his reign 
and of the corrupt and criminal relation- 
ships between the Klan. the government 
of Indiana and its politicians. Stephcnson 
demanded a pardon as the price of silence 
and when it was not forthcoming he 
agreed to tell all. His evidence is support- 
ed .by numerous documents, cancelled 
checks, etc.. contained in two mysterious 
"little black boxes." once in his custody, 
•which have been turned over to the state 
authorities. 


Stephenson's testimony, while not yet 


divulged, has caused a tremendous sensa- 
tion in Indiana, for it is realized that when 
the facts come out and indictments are 
returned the state will be involved in per- 


* haps th« greatest political scandal in its 
historv. The experiences of Indiana with 
the klan are typical. Indiana's shame and 
degradation is that of other states where 
the klan flourished in varying degrees. 
These consequences -were inevitable. No 
organization, secret or otherwise, 
can 


supersede the lawfully constituted gov- 
ernment of states and localities and as- 
sume to administer law and justice. That 
is why the klan was doomed to 
failure. 


It could only' terminate in corruption, 
crime and class antagonism. There was 
not a single fundamental truth on which 
it could rest, not a single substantial fact 
which justified its existence. 


If we are to have sound Americanism 


in our political life, if we are to have a 
maximum of personal freedom and hap- 
piness, if law and order are to prevail and 
'there is to be security for life and prop- 
erty, together with justice, honesty and 
morality in our government, it can only 
be. through the constitution and laws of 
the land and their open enforcement. Xo 
secret bodies, however well intended, can 
supplant the machinery of government, or 
take over its functions. Such a conception 
of national existence is false and destruc- 
tive. If it prevailed it could only be as a 
revolution that terminated in political and 
social chaos. 


We pride ourselves as a people on our 


common sense and our ability^to keep our 
feet on the ground throughout periods of 
strain and excitement, but those states 
which were carried away by the klan 
movement and which allowed it to take 
over official and political authority lost 
their heads and brought upon themselves 
Scandal ann ridicule. They should know 
heller the next time a scheme of this kind 
is put forward, but will they? Our past 
history would not seem to r.ncr •• cry sub- 
stantial assurance. "We arc too easily led 
by fanatics, fake reformers a:v: political

did not materialise, not even immediate- 
ly after the "lid" was removed. In fact, 
during May, the final month of the On- 
tario temperance act, there were 528 con- 
victions for violation? and drunkenness, 
while in the two months since, there have 
been 568 convictions, and. besides, 
the 


evils uf prohibition as represented in poi- 
son liquor, rum running, hijacking, graft 
and the corruption of enforcement offi- 
cers, have been greatly reduced. 


Of'courM*. a two months' trial is not 


conclusive, but it is an indication 
that 


there is a better way to regulate the 
liquor problem than by complete prohibi- 
tion. There will be extreme prohibition- 
ists who will insist that this is not so. yet 
facts speak for themselves. 
Prohibition 


has aroused a vast antagonism in the' 
United States and if some such system 
as the Ontario method were invoked in its 
stead it is just possible a favorable reac- 
tion would result. 


RUSSIAN PROPAGANDA 


There arc evidences (hat Europe is get- 


ting fed up on red propaganda. The action 
of Great Britain in terminating relations 
•with Russia because of communistic in- 
trigue against it has stirred the other na- 
tions to a closer and more critical exami- 
nation of third Internationale activities 
within their domains and their politics. 
We have just witnessed the firmness with 
which the Vienna and Austrian govern- 
ments have met a red assault and united 
in suppressing a communistic outbreak 
which threatened their people. Germany 
has officially notified Moscow that it will 
suspend diplomatic relations if red propa- 
ganda persists in trying to undermine the 
Berlin government. France has made rep- 
resentations on the subject to Moscow, 
while it has imprisoned the leading com- 
munists operating in that country. In ad- 
dition the French Federation of Labor 
has refused cooperation to the communist 
labor organization in France. 
It is an- 


nounced from Rome that Premier Mus- 
solini is gathering evidence of red propa- 
ganda in Italy, on which to base strong 
representations to the soviet government. 
Communistic invasion of China seems to 
have collapsed entirely. 


Gradually the nations are, coming to re- 


alize that they cannot deal with a nation 
so governed as that of Russia. They have 
discovered what America sensed in the 
beginning, that it is incapable of honesty 
and good faith, and that its very existence 
is founded on fraud, intrigue and malev- 
olence. 
This country alone, of all 
the 


great nations, held out against recogni- 
tion of the soviet. It did so in the face of 
extreme pressure by both capitalists and 
radicals, the former desiring concessions 
and commercial gain in Russia, the latter 
acting from ignorant sentiment. The oth- 
er governments which fell 
for the 
ad- 


vances have been in hot water ever since. 
Great Britain was forced to repudiate her 
bargain in sheer desperation and in self- 
defense. Germany has suffered far more 
from communism than the outside world 
is aware. 


Gradually all governments are coming 


to see that the soviet system and com- 
munism do not admit of the usual inter- 
national relationships. The thing that will 
be their undoing and that will eradicate 
this malicious disease will be to isolate 
it. 
Shut off from the rest of the world 


and left to its own devices it would soon 
work its self-destruction even in a country 
so vast as Russia with unlimited re- 
sources and manpower.

not only extracts cataracts In their cansull. but 
treat*. Incipient cataract or beginning cataract with 
injections under the mucous mcmhmnc covering tho 
eye bull. He injects a hypodermic syringeful of out 
to 1.000 cyanide of mercury. This .is painful, but 
need not be repeated. 


Dr. William A. Fisher, professor of opthalmolosy 


at the Chicago Eye. Kar. Nose and Throat college, 
mentions hi a report on the treatment of senile 
cataract that during a two months' vls>it he « 
Lieutenant Colonel Smith treat beginning: cataract 
in this way. and also saw him extract 576 cataract* 
in their capMiIs! That would almost 
make the 


bu.shel of eyes the famous ••'ye specialist of the story 
had to destroy learning how lo do a good cataract 
operation. 
Jtut seriously, 'it goes to Miow that 


£mith'£ experience, in lnd:a, is something enor- 
mous. 


Dr. Fisher finds that the injection treatment is 


lot- painful if only about five drops of local an- 
esthetic be added to the mercury cyanide solution, 
and the eye treated with '.he local anesthetic before 
the injection. He is one of the increasing: number 
of oculists in this country who noxv employ medi- 
cal treatment in many cases of beginning or inci- 
pient cataract, and with satisfaction to their pa- 
tients. But he docs not assume that medical treat- 
ment alone is enough for advanced or established 
cataract. 


Many cases of incipient cataract escape recogni- 


tion because the sufferers do not consider it neces- 
sary to consult a physician—they experience only 
slight impairment of vision and readily assume it 
is eye strain which any spectacle fitter can relieve. 


Besides treating early cataract—if it is recognized 


in time—by local medical measures, oculists now con- 
sider hygienic treatment of much importance—this 
is something the family physician is best qualified 
to attend to. A patient with early cataract or one 
who even suspects such a condition, should have a 
general physical or health examination. In many 
cases the cataract is due to diabetes, and the proper 
treatment of the diabetes affords the best chance 
to stay or clear up the cataract. Sometimes a si- 
lent or undiscovered focus of infection elsewhere in 
the body is responsible for the clouding or opacity 
of the lens. Eye strain from refractive errors is 
rather an uncommon factor of cataract.

m many cases of beginning cataract. 


Smith's method of operation, removing the cataract 
in its capsule, is one that eye surgeons the world 
over have adopted as the most satisfactory in the 
average case of advanced cataract, for it gives ex- 
cellent results when done long- before the cataract^ 
is "rioe" and vision is completely blurred. It is 
successfully performed as soon as the patient is 
unable to continue his ordinary- duties, without 
waiting for his health and spirits to decline for 
months or years until the cataract is deemed "ripe" 
enough for operation. 


This medical or nonsurgical treatment of tataract 


I mention is useci only in the incipient or earliest 
..tagc. I know of no reputable specialist or physi- 
cian who would reject operation in favor of injec- 
tion or hygienic treatment in established cataract.

"American Banker" in a recent issue 
said that 
banks 
which 
advanced 


money last January on the certificates 
icported almost without exceptioi 
that the loans were being defaulted 
and that this applied to banks in ever 
city in the country. 


The local bank, which made the 


loans, confirms this statement as far 
as it is concerned and it already ha 
sent the defaulted certificates to the 
Veterans' bureau at Washington to 
get its money back. Milwaukee banks 
find similar conditions. 
Officers 


one of the three local banks which 
refused to make loans on the ccrtifi 
cates, said-that they expected the do 
fault of many certificates and there 
fore refused. 


LOANS NOT PAID UP 


One banking institution, which made 


a specialty of advancing money on 
certificates, received a report from 
branch indicating that loans number 
ing at least 300 had been uncared for 
Several banks and trust companies 
took the precaution of insisting on 
the opening of a thrift account by 
each borrower and in-a number o: 
cases these accounts are being main 
tained. In other cases the accounts 
stand credited with the initial deposit 
and nothing more. It is expected that 
85 per cent of all the loans never wil 
be taken up by the borrowers. 


Soldier loans may be rediscounted 


at the Federal Reserve banks, provid 
ed they are made in accordance witli 
the law. Interest rates on them must 
not be more than two per cent above 
the discount rate on ninety-day paper 
The banks, "of course, are protectec 
on the loans by provisions of the law 
which permit them to present the 
paper at the Veterans' Bureau.

to be 


swamped with this paper it is uncer 
tain when settlements will be made 
with the banks. However, the 
bu 


reau it is understood, will allow the 
banks interest pending settlement of 
the claims. 


MANY "CASHED IN" 


The face value of the certificates 


which represent paid-up insurance 
range from $1,000 to $1,500 in many 
cases, and it is believed that 
the 


bureau will pay to the heirs of the 
owners of the certificates at death the 
face value minus the amount advanc- 
ed to take up the loan from the bank. 


It was the general belief among 


bankers that the majority of veteran 
would simply "cash in" as they have, 
on their certificates, but the percent- 
age of these "bad" loans has exceeded 
expectations.

verting the field into a. fight arena. 


nickard expects the battle to draw 


a record breaking crowd of 150.000 
with gate receipts around $2,000.000* 


Kickard consented to the demand 


of iho board 
to limit the price of 


ringside seats to $40. instead of $50, 
scaling his prices down to $5 for the 
cheapest scats, tax included. 


To meet the requirements of the Illi- 


nois law, George F. Gctz, a 61-year-old 
millionaire coal operator, will become 
associated with Kickard in the promo- 
tion. 
Gctz will take out the promo- 


ter's license but assured the board 
that he would not take any profits 
and neither he nor any other members 
of Mayor William Hale Thompson's 
civic affairs committee will even ac- 
cept any complimentary tickets from 
Rickard. 


The fight will be 10 rounds to a 


referee's decision. 


A statement by Jack Dempsey from 


Los Angeles that "I won't be ready 
until Sept.-22 at the earliest" caused 
no little flurry to which Rickard re- 
plied: 
"It makes no difference to me. 
I 


chose Sept. IS merely to permit 
George O«tz, my Chicago ally, to get 
away~««pt. 21 OK a trip to Africa he 
h*0 planned. However, he is willing 
to ftfor »y»r and help me out on Sept. 
:>.z, if mcntmn'. and so we probably 
will *t*gt the fight on that date." 


D«mp«ey'« objection to the Sept. 15 


date wa» that his wife, Estelle Taylor 
is ill, h«r condition being such that 
her physicians have advised her not 
to attempt the trip to Chicago for an- 
other 10 days or two weeks. 


Rickard said there is nothing on his 


contract to compel Dempsey to fight 
Tunney. Sept. 15. He added, however, 
that he is confident Dempsey -nill with- 
draw his objection to that date after 
the situation has been explained to 
him.The South Park board which con- 
trols Soldiers field, voted 4 to 1 to per- 
mit the use of the field for the fight. 


Only two stipulations -were made by 


the board. One was that the Chicago 
newspapers, operating radio stations, 
be -allowed to broadcast descriptions of 
the fight, and to this R-cksrd agreed. 
The other was that the South Park 
police, an organization Distinct from 
the city force, handle the crowds. 


To make the fight comply strictly 


with the letter of the Illinois boxing 
law. Tunney and Dempsey expected to 
sign new contracts with Getz as the 
matchmaker and these will be assign- 
ed to Rickard for a. nominal consider- 
ation, which. It is understood, Getz 
will turn over to some charity.

While the pitching in the Xational 


vas a trifle better balanced than in 
he American last season, there was 
nit little to choose between the first 
5 leading twirlers in either organiza- 
ion. 
George IThlc. in a sense, was the 


miracle pitcher of 1926. He worked 


2 complete games out of the 39 in 
vhjcb he took part. 


Uhle's great pitching of last year 


iclped largely in making Cleveland 
* pennant contender. His reversal of 
orm this year has been a body blow 
o the Indians. 
As I glance over the pitching aver- 


ages of 1S26. I find only 13 pitchers 
n the National League took part in 
.5 or more complete games. Five of 
he 13 were in 20 or more games. 


In the American League, an even 


dozen twirlers took part in 15 or more 
complete games and four of them, in- 
cluding TJhle with his 32 full games, 
were in 20 or more complete contests.

Not only has Harris one of the best 


right-handed 
relief twirlers in the 


game, but he has a southpaw who is 
just about as effective in the pinches. 


Fred Marberry is the righthander I 


have in mind, while Garland Braxton 
is the portsider. 
These two great 


rescue workers enable Manager Har- 
ris to call for relief pitching without 
in any way disturbing the regular 
staff of starting pitchers. 


During the second tour of the west 


by the "Washington club, Braxton was 
dropped into eight out of nine con- 
secutive games and each time held the 
opposition in check. 


It is a feather in the cap of a man- 


ager to have one capable relief man, 
but he who has two is doubly blessed. 
Reserve relief pitching is sure to make 
Washington dangerous the rest of this 
season and is certain to make the club 
a contender next year. 


The Chicago White Sox prospered in 


the spring because the starting pitch- 
ers were going the route. Once Man- 
ager Schalk's pitchers wavered and 
he was compelled to call on his stars 
out of turn, the staff began to lose 
much of its edge.
